The Board of Supervisors 
has adopted a motion by 
Supervisor Baxter Ward urg¬ 
ing state legislation to re¬ 
quire that all proposed re¬ 
development projects under 
the Community Redevoelop- 
ment Act be put to a vote 
of the people within its pro¬ 
posed boundaries. 

Ward expressed his deep 
concern that the increased 
number of ORAs is having a 
tremendous impact on the 
county’s tax rate. He stated 
that tax increment impounds 
for the 43 existing projects 
totaled over $30.6 million in 
1974-75 — an increase of 60 
per cent. 

“The Community Rede- 
velopment Act’s .definition of 
blight is so loosely defined 
that it is conceivable that 
sections of Beverly Hills, 
Bel Aire, or Palos Verdes 
could qualify as blighted,” 
Ward said. "It is imperative 
that the public be aware of 
this existing and potential 
impact on their community 
and taxes.” 

“Tlie importance of the 
people’s right to vote on is¬ 
sues such as these is vital, 
and all necessary ste p s 
taken to insure that right,” 
according to the Supervisor.

Inflation continues to rage across our land like a 
cancer eating away not only at the financial resources of 
our people, but at human hope and dignity. 

Relentlessly rising prices have devastated the pocket- 
books and the bank accounts of millions of Americans. 
But for many elderly citizens, living on fixed incomes, 
rising prices have been disastrous.

the cost of medical care has increased 21 per cent. 

Fuel and utility blils are up nearly 31 per cent. 

_ Food at the supermarket is up more than 27 per 

cent. 

_ Rents have increased by 10 per cent; clothing by 

nearly 12; household furniture by more than 26. 

— The price of a loaf of bread has soared by nearly 
17 per cent, margerine by more than 100, and sugar has 
gone off the charts — up 245 per cent. 

These skyrocketing prices for life's basic essentials 
have boon a nightmarish hardship for the average Ameri¬ 
can family. They have been an intolerable burden for 
millions of elderly, whose Social Security payments oi 
pensions or meager savings simply won’t stretch. 

Many senior citizens almost literally live from day to 
day. Many subsist on inadequate diets, live in substandard 
housing, and go without decent medical care because of 
inflation’s tragic and relentless arithmetic.

I recently chaired hearings of the Senate Special 
Committee on the Aging in San Francisco and Los An¬ 
gles, where witness after witness said the cost-of-living 
mechanism must be restructured. 

The elderly spend proportionately more of their in¬ 
come in these five basic areas, and those are precisely 
the areas where the sharpest increases in costs are oc¬ 
curring. 

A number of federal and state programs continue 
to address the needs of the nation’s senior citizens. The 
efforts are commendable, but have been hampered by an 
administration which, in its haste to balance our swollen 
budget, has cut cruelly into those programs which would 
best try to insure the continued dignity of life for count¬ 
less seniors. 

The most damaging blow was proposed earlier this 
year, when President Ford asked that a Society Security 
increase due in July be kept to five per cent. Yet, under 
law, that increase should tie eight per cent.

If you are suddenly wi¬ 
dowed' or divorced, you will 
discover that you haVe no 
credit history whatever. It is 
your responsibility to sec to 
it that you are protected in 
those circumstances by 
establishing a credit record 
in your own name.

My mother-in-law was wi¬ 
dowed' 114 years ago. She has 
,no financial worries as she 
owns a 200-acre farm in Ark¬ 
ansas, a lot and mobile 
home in Arizona, and a 
large bank account.
